SUMMARY': Noticeis hereby given that the U.S. Internationd Trade Commission has determined to
accept astimely complainant Auto Meter Products, Inc.’s (“Auto Meter”) petition for review of Orders
Nos. 41 and 42, and to grant the Commission investigative attorney’s (“1A”) request for athree day-
extension of time to respond to complainant’s petition for review (i.e., until October 7, 2004). The
Commission will determine whether to review the subject orders by November 1, 2004.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: The Commisson indituted thisinvestigation on June 20,
2003, based on a complaint filed by Auto Meter Products, Inc. (“Auto Meter”) of Sycamore, lllinois.



68 Fed. Reg. 37023. The complaint aleged violations of section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 in the
importation and sale of certain automotive measuring devices, products containing same, and bezdsfor
such devices, by reason of infringement of U.S. Registered Trademark Nos. 1,732,643 and 1,497,472,
and U.S. Supplementa Register No. 1,903908, and infringement of the complainant’ s trade dress. The
complaint aleged that twelve respondents violated section 337. Subsequently, seven more firms were
added as respondents.

On September 15, 2004, the ALJ issued the subject orders. Order No. 41 denied
complainant’s motion for summary determination with respect to domestic industry, injury and violation
of section 337. Order No. 42 terminated the investigation both as to respondent GSN Automotive,
Inc. (“GSN”) (on the basis of a settlement agreement and consent order), and in its entirety.

On September 27, 2004, Auto Meter filed a petition for review of the subject orders.

On September 29, 2004, the Commission investigative attorney (“IA”) requested clarification
as to whether the Commission is accepting Auto Meter’ s petition for review and, if so, requested a
three-day extension of time in which to respond.

The authority for the Commission’s determination is contained in section 337 of the Tariff Act
of 1930, asamended (19 U.S.C. 1337), and in section 210.42 of the Commission’s Rules of Practice
and Procedure (19 C.F.R. 210.42).
